was not practical. But the great trouble 
in dealing with polygamy arises in an­ 
other direction. The law makes the of­ 
fense consist in marrying a second wife 
when the first is living, aud not in living 
in notoriously polygamous relations. It 
is therefore necessary for the prosecuting 
attorney to prove the first fmarriage, and 
then to prove that a marriage ceremony 
was gone through with in forming the 
alliance with Hie second wife. It is

marriage 
and if this is done the difficulty of sub­ 
stantiating the second is usually insep­ 
arable because Mormon marriages are 
performed secretly |iu the Endowment 
House, no record is made of them, and 
the witnesses prcs?nt can not be got to 
testify. 
It will be remembered by our readers 
that the Gazette said some time ago that

tracted. Of course, how to stop these 
marriages is the thing, aud iv bat Congress 
should do is not an easy question to set­ 
tle. 
It has lx*eij doubted whether Con* 
gross has the power, by ordinary means, 
to break up the abominable institution 
The evil of polygamy seem* to be too 
powerful to Le extirpated by the ordina­ 
ry operations of a Territorial government 
and Federal courts. 
It has been sug­ 
gested that it would be Ix*ttcr to have the 
evil of a few years of arbitrary govern­ 
ment for Utah, if that is the ouly remedy* 
than the greater evil of the continued 
growth of Mormonism.

What Ailed Brother Smith, 
Interesting Scene in a Doctor's Office. 


Now that the season of small-pox has 
come and deaths from that terrible 
disease are chroncled almost daily, it 
behooves those that wish to preserve 
their beauty and escape its ravages to 
at once get vaccinated. 
Perhaps not 
one person in a thousand has ever seen 
the process by which bovine vims is pro­ 
cured. 
Yesterday a Republican repor­ 
ter visited the office of Dr. Charles 
Block, at No. 502 North Fourteenth 
street, and* witnessed the novel proceed­ 
ing of taking the virus directly from a 
live calf and vaccinating people instantly 
with it. 
It is wellknown that in tho 
early part of the present century, dur­ 
ing a small-pox epidemic in England, 
Dr. Jenner discovered that vaccination 
was a preventive of small-pox. Ile found 
that during the scourge dairymen were 
not as susceptible to the disease as oth­ 
ers, and upon further investigation found 
that this was caused by their having be­ 
come inoculated with bovine virus, by 
their hands coming in contact with the 
udders of the animals. 
Ho then pro 
cured some of the virus and began a 
system of vaccination, and found the 
results were above his expections. The 
manner in which it is procured is very 
S 
Heated and needs a patient and 
y hand. Eight days ago Dr. Block 
bought a healthy heifer calf about seven 
months old. He scarified the animal in 
twenty-five or thirty places in the re- 
C 
*on of the udder and inoculated it with 
wine virus. The calf was then taken 
aud placed in a stable ar:d given the 
best of food. 
Yesterday morning the animal was 
examined and, the vaccination having 
“ taken,” it was decided to procure the 
virus immediately. The calf was led 
into the office and strapped down on a 
stout frame about two feet high. 
She 
did not seem to manifest the least inter­ 
est in the proceedings, but when her 
legs were bound tightly to adjacent 
rings she made a decided kick. 
After the landing operation was com­ 
pleted, Dr. Higgins took a razor and 
shaved the surface of the udder and its 
immediate neighborhood smooth.

score of half-healed sores could then be 
seen, somewhat similar in appearance 
to the one under like circumstances on 
a human arm. A small surgical instru­ 
ment, somewhat in the nature of a vise.

Have always a pint or 
quart of water iii the sleeping-room, In 
Ute morning, afb r washing the hands 
mil face, then wet with the hands every 
part of tho laxly.

follow bv a brisk rubbing over tho laxly.
